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ABSTRACT 

The first part of this catalog of nonprint naterials 
lists alphabetically available files, filastrips, audiotapes, and 
records useful to those in coaputer science education* Also included 
in this section is: grade level, running tine, whether color or 
black-and-white, and the rental cost. Part tvo is a subject index. 
The final section of the catalog is a source list with addresses. 
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Ideally, a catalog such as this should be self explanatory, deserving 
no qualification or instruction to its content o use. But, things 
being what they are, a word or two is in order. . .. sides, I could 
never resist forwards . 

This catalog cane about as a result of a project lor a class in 
computer education from Dr. David Hoursund, heai f the University 
of Oregon Department of Computer Science. (See, I did get it 
done, David). I discarded the idea of doing a subject Indexed 
catalog for all available materials. The print materials, i.e., 
books, texts, etc., run into the hundreds, possibly thousands. 
Collecting the bibliographic and annotat*ve information, as well 
as subject cataloging them, was clearly beyond my resources. In 
addition, some cot inconsiderable effort had been made to this end. 
Donald C. Holznagle put out an annotated bibliography of print 
and nonprint material, Computer Education Resource Catalog , under 
the auspices of the now defunct Computer Instruction Network. 
Copies of this catalog are available only if you've a friend who 
has one and is ready to lend it. 

Since there were print bibliographies around, I chose to limit 
my catalog to nonprint materials. 

The sources for my bibliographic information may be grouped by 
kind of agency: 1) school IMC collections, in this case Inter- 
mediate Educational Districts (IED), 2) data processing associations, 
my most volaaincee sources, and 3) vendor catalogs. 

Since OTIS has in machine storage the holdings of several IED's, 
I drew freely from those sources. Only a handful of entries 
came from these sources, though, attesting to the emergent status 
of computer science in the curriculum and the general lack of 
high quality materials in this area. 

I also drew upon the holdings of the Multnomah IED IMC through the 
assistance of Jack Allen and David Ott of that agency. I appreciated 
their assistance. 

Two associations produced catalogs of 16 MM films in this area.

Entries are subject arranged. This catalog appears to be aimed 
at practitioners rather than educators, as subjects like "Human 
Relations" and "Office Management" indicate. 

Though the second catalog above was arranged by ten subjects, 
both catalogs suffer from either inadequate or nonexistent sub- 
ject catalogings. My attempts in this catalog were to catalog 
the material as usefully as possible. Sears Subject Classifi- 
cation did not provide as many subject headings as I felt were 
needed. Neither did the Eric Thesaurus of Descriptors . With 
the able and kind help of John Shirey, a computer science teacher 
in the Eugene School District, and Barry Tobias, a recent graduate 
of the University of Oregon School of Llbrianship, the subject 
cataloging system was devised. 

Ideally subject cataloging transpires after a careful review of 
the work itself. Outside of Bell Telephone's CARDIAC , in very 
few instances was this the case in this catalog. The information 
source for making subject headings came from vendor and/or associ- 
ation annotative material. Librarians may cringe at such prac- 
tices. But the alternative v<*uld be the production of just 
another lengthy bibliography with no subject approaches. 

In numbers of useful entries, vendors' catalogs fit somewhere 
between the school IMC and association catalogs. It should be 
noted that vendor-produced material Is often promotional in nature. 
Both association and vendor catalogs were grievously amiss in 
not including the date of the material, either release date or 
copyright date. In an area as dynamic as computer science, the 
date is useful for determining a material's currency. 

Math and science teachers and librarians should note that the 
vendors and various agencies listed dispense materials related to 
science generally, as well as to computer science. Of particular 
notice is Bell Telephone and the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Do note that the source information is subject to change. Vendors 
may disappear for various reasons. The rental price, if any, 
has probably gone up. Some sources may not serve your area. 
For example, the various lED's (MCID, LIED), do not, as a general 
rule, serve schools outside their counties. 



The rental Information applies to the first source ("available 
from") listed. 

Undoubtedly more materials exist than I was able to discover. 
Certainly at this writing new materials are either In process 
or recently released. Possibly I have overlooked some materials. 
In either case* If you find something good that Is not here, 
please contact me. 

One kind of material which I would name as nonprlnt but have not 
Included In this catalog Is that which Is computer delivered, an 
omission I tope I can correct in seme future edition of this 
catalog. 

I invite you to communicate to me any comments regarding the 
175 entries herein, and also about the catalog's efficacy in 
general. In the future, such comments will help me decide if 
a new edition it In order and what changes ought to be. Whether 
this catalog is useful depends upon how well it is received by 
you. That you can find the items you want is the test. If 
you cannot, I need to know about it.
